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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment, filed on February 28, 2008 has been considered and entered in full. 

2. Applicant's amendments and arguments with respect to amended claims have been 
considered and are persuasive; therefore all the rejections on the respective claims have been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Reasons of Allowance: 

3. Claims 9-31 (renumbered as 1-23) are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons of allowance: 

The reasons of allowance for claim 9 should be evident from the applicant's 
arguments as filed in the amendment filed on 02/28/2008. The closest prior art, Wee, as cited does 
not teach "the pixels are prioritized by the steps of : a) determining a priority value for each pixel of 
the array by calculating a pixel difference value with the aid of the respective pixel value of the pixel 
in relation to the pixel values of a previously determined group of neighboring pixels; b) combining 
the pixels used for the calculation of priority value into a pixel group; and c) sorting the pixel groups 
of the image array with the aid of their priority value" as recited in claim 9. Therefore claim 9 is 
allowed. All other claims depending on claim 9 are allowable at least by dependency on claim 9.
